The death of Mr. Wesley Hardy, 
which occurred Monday morning 
after a tragic accident on the prev- 
ious Friday, was deeply felt by the 
whole community 

Mr. Hardy was engaged in thresh 
ing and was attending the tractor 
when his clothes caught on the tls 
Wheel shaft and he was battered 
against the wheels of the tractor 
He was rushed to the Didsbury Hos 
pital and it was found he had «sus 
tained fractures to his arm, collar 
bone and jaw, besides having several 
ribs broken, He lingered until] 
Monday morning, when he passed 
alvay. 

Thomas Wesley Hardy was born 
in Prince Edward Island on Sept 
29th 1870. Ele came west to Mani- 
toba and in 1894 married Margaret 
Graham at Morden, Manitoba. They 
resided in Manitoba until 1902 when 
they moved to Didsbury and haye 
lived in this community for over 
thirty yeare. 

For some time he waa engaged in 
the hay and grain business in Dids- 
bury, but most of his activities were 
on his farm four miles north-west of 
town. 

Mr. Hardy was very well known 
in the district, having taken an aect- 
ive part in the building-up of this 
district from prairie to a thriving 
farming community. 

Besides his widow there are six 
sonsand four daughters left to mourn 
hig Joss: Alfred, of Didsbury; 
Stanley, of Vancouver; Ernest, of 
New York State; George, Harold 
and Donald, Didsbury; Mrs Frank

Trailers Must Carry 
Lights, License Plates 


A\l motor vehicles must carry a 
light and license when in motion, 
according to the new amendment to 
of the Motor Vehicle 

lie Act of 1924, which 
became effective Thursday last. 

Reflectors will not do, Chief of 
Police Ritchie (Calgary) stated on 
Friday, unless the trailer is station- 
ary. In that respect a reflector 
must be a circular lens not less than
